Montreal.—Rall shopmen through-] 
out the Dominion are on the verge of 
revolt as a result of the attempt of 
Canadian railways to cut their wages 
on an average of seven cents an hour, 
Frank McKenna, Vice-President of 
Division No. 4, Railway Employees’ 
Department, American Federation of 
Labor, told the Conciliation Board. 

Again the rail executives opened the 
day’s skirmishing in a statement by 
George Hodge, Assistant General Man- 
ager of C.P.R, eastern lines, to the 
effect that Canadian shop employees 
were in a better position than similar 
workers in the U.S. 

In a sharp retort the labor repre- 
sentatives not only denied that state- 
ment but charged the railways with 
placing the importance of balancing 
their budgets higher than the ques- 
tion of justice to human beings. 

The union heads. asked that the 
railways produce their budget to 
support their claim that a wage slash 
was necessary to the railway’s ex- 
istence and later the laborites sup- 
ported their point by declaring that 
while the railways wanted to cut 
wages they were not cutting the wage

weighing on the average 2 lb. 744 oz. 
The frame treatmeit was expert- 
mented with, some of the frames be- 
ing covered with glass and some with 
cotton; some were also placed on 
horse manure and some _ without. 
Montreal melons weighing 7 Ib. 9 oz. 
and 5 lb. 8 oz. were produced but the 
favorite varieties are Page Early (sal- 


mon ‘lesh), Early Knight (green 
flesh), and LEHarly Osage (salmon 


flesh) among musk melons, and Peer- 
less, Cole Early and Tom Watson 
among watermelons. In a kitchen 
garden, sheltered on the north and 
west by orchard trees, and where the 
muskmelons grew next to rows of tall 
growing beans, the crop was larger 
and earlier than that grown in the 
open field. Shelter is the one great 
desideratum for the vegetable, the 
flower garden and the fruit plantation 
on the prairies. The tall growing 
caragana hedge is recommended by 
the superintendent as a protection, 


B.C. Cypress Has New Use 

A new use for the yellow cypress of 
British Columbia has been discovered 
as a result of experiments carried out 
by the Forests Products Laboratory. 
It has been discovered through long 
research that the yellow cypress is 
very valuable in the manufacture of 
storage batteries, different portions of 
which are separated by a thin layer of 
wood. The B.C, yellow cypress is 
now being used commercially for this 
purpose.

Already. great halls that will be per- 
manent structures are beginning to 
rise from among the undulating 
8 8 of one of the most charniing 
natural parks near to the metropolis, 
and the quietness which reigned over 
the scene when the Duke of York cut 
the first turf last January has given 
place to the activities of hundreds 
of workmen and the incessant noise 
of great machines performing prodi- 
gies of labor, 

A representative of The Daily Tele- 
graph visited the site a few days ago 
and in company with the architects, 
J. W. Simpson and Maxwell Ayrton, 
and the engineer, E. O. Williams, went 
over the ground. In the course of 
time the halls, which are being erect- 
ed and equipped by the Governments 
of all parts of the British Empire, will 
reveal themselves in classic beauty 
and grandeur, but at present it is only 
possible to marvel at the immensity 
of the task in hand and the progress 
that has been made in so short a 
space of time. The two buildings 
farthest advanced are those in 
which will be housed the industries 
of the United Kingdom. They cover 
a space four times the size of Trafal- 
gar Square, while in length they 
would reach from the Carlton Hotel 
across Trafalgar Square and down 
Northumberland Avenue to the river. 


Far away in one direction the archi- 
tects’ plan indicates the site of the 
Australian pavilion, for which the 
Commonwealth has voted a quarter of 


a million pounds, while in the opposite | 
site, 


direction is the corresponding 
which it is hoped Canada will take up. 
Then there are the smaller halls of 
South Africa, New Zealand, India, 
West Africa and so on. Railways of 
full and narrow gauge intersect the 
ground, and over them there are 
continuously passing goods wagons 
laden with steel girders and other 
heavy stuff, or small trucks drawn 
by powerful little motor engines, con- 
veying materials from one part of the 
grounds to another. 


There are stacks upon stacks of 
drain pipes waiting to be buried and 
great piles of steel wire netting— 
enough, it is said, completely to 
encircle the earth—for use as _ rein- 
forcement for the concrete, of 
which all the buildings are being 
made. The most wonderful sight of 
all is to be met with in the area cov- 
ered by the empire stadium, where 
the cup-tie will be played next year. 
The contractors, McAlpine and Sons 
are making a special effort to exped- 
ite this portion of their task, and al- 
ready the immense arena, which will 
accommodate 125,000 sightseers round 
a playing pitch of three acres ,is as- 
suming shape, and the skeleton of the 
far-flung stands is visible Within 
this area there are great and extra- 
ordinary machines at work grabbing 
up and removing the heavy clay 
ground two tons at a time, leaving 
navvies to smooth over the surface in 
preparation for the turf, which will all 
come from another portion of the 
park, and is being “nursed” for this 
purpose. The contractors have to 
remove the old Watkin Tower, which 
was originally intended by Sir-Rdward 
Watkin to be a second Eiffel Power, 
because it stood in the centre of the 


stadium, and the last portion of it has 
been blown up with dynamite. 

Very complete arrangements are be- 
ing made by the railways which serve 
the exhibition—and they are numer- 
ous—to cope with the traffic. The 
exhibition is nine minutes by train 


from Baker Street to Wembly Park on 
the Metropolitan Railway and a simi- 
lar distance from Marylebone on the | 
Great Central Rallway, whose station | 
Wembly Hill, is at the southern en-! 
trance of the exhibition, Wembley 
Station on the London and North 
Western Railway, and the Bakerloo 
tube, and Alpertdh, on the District 
Railway, are close to the exhibition 
grounds. There are over 140 city 
and suburban stations north, east, | 
west and south of London, from which

Whistling of Marmots 
May Be Broadcasted 


Novel Treat for Radio Fans If idea is 
Carried Out 


“The next number on tonight's pro- 
gramme will be a piccolo imitation en- 
titled The Whistling Chorus, by the 
Rocky Mountain Marmot Singing So- 
clety of 1,000,000 voices.” 

Such may be the announcement to 
astonish the ears of any number of 
listening radio fans in the near future, 
if a proposal before the national park 
Service of the interior department 1s 
carried through. It will be possibly 
the most novel treat that the number- 
less radio amateurs could ask, Whose 
apparatus would tune in with a broad- 
casting station in Glacter National 
Park, In the heart of the Rockies, 
which would catch and transmit the 
shrill whistling of these small dog-like 
animals. 

Within fifty miles of the park, in 
the northern part of Montana near the 
Canadian border, lives the largest col- 
ony of the animals on the North Am- 
erican continent. It is estimated 
there are close to 1,000,000 of them 
living in dense population. On still 
nights the wonderful shrilling chorus 
of the piccolo-like voices is carried 
miles on the rare mountain air and 
tourists in the camps enjoy the even- 
ing progrimme immensely. 

It has \:een proposed that a receiv- 
ing set ind broadcasting st n of 
200-watt capacity, sending at a 360- 
meter wave length, be installed close 
enough to catch the voices clearly. 
Such power would De capable of send- 
ing throughout a radius of 1,500 miles 
and could be picked up almost from 
coast to coast. 

When the full chorus is on it sounds 
as if a whole city of people were play- 
ing piccolos in concert. 


Soviet May Coin Platinum Money 


Russia Mines Nearly All of World’s 
Supply 

A message from Europe, which may 
be true and may not, says that the So- 
viet Government has for a long time 
been accumulating platinum with a 
view to coining it. Russia produces 
nearly all of the platinum mined in 
the world, and, if there were enough 
of it, that metal might make a desir- 
able basis for a hard money system. 
It. has most of the admirable quali- 
ties that make gold the world’s money 
metal and though it lacks that metal’s 
universal demand, its use would cer- 
tainly improve the present Russian 
system. But a resort by Russia to 
platinum as a basic money metal 
would be hopeless nevertheless be- 
cause if Russia cornered the world’s 
supply and continued to do so for the 
next hundred years it would still have 
less in value of platinum than the 
United-States has in gold. In a good 
year at ordinary prices the total out- 
put of platinum is worth about $10,- 
000,000. Russia needs a billion dol 
lars worth of gold upon which to rest 
a really adequate and sound monetary 
system.—Detroit Free Press, 


Prehistoric Drawings of Pleiades 


Cave Dweilers Evidently Had Sharper 
Eyes than Modern Astronomers 


Certain prehistoric drawings made 


by cave dwellers have been found, 
and Professor Bigourdan recently 
made an interesting report to the 


French Academy of Sciences concern- 
ing them, He states that the draw- 
ings evidently portrayed the Plelades. 
The singular thing about these draw- 
ings is that they all exhibit groups of 
ten stars, whereas modern observers 
of the skies are able to perceive with 
the unaided eye only seven stars of 
this group. The ten stars which 
form the group are visible today only 
by means of a telescope or from the 
top of a high mountain, This raises 
the question as to whether the cave 
men were already so skilled in astron- 
omy as to know that more stars were 
visible from the summit of a mountain 
than from the plains. If they did not 
possess this knowledge, we can only 


suppose either that primitive man was] 


gifted with much sharper eyes than 
his present descendants, or else that 
the brightness of the Pleiades has be- 
come much diminished,

Nerves of Today 


Modern Civilization Needs 
Against Jolts and Jars 
“Modern civilization must either 
conquer its nerves, or it will be con- 
quered by them,” declares a well- 
known neurologist. An exaggerated 
statesment, possibly, but one with a 
solid basis of truth in it. 

Neurasthenia, insomnia, morbid 
anxieties, “nervous breakdown,” ner- 
yous disorders generaly—not  dis- 
eases, notice—are rampant in Eng- 
land, 
~ “Nerves” show themselves in the 
slightest and earliest stages by irrit- 
ability, always a sure sign of instabil- 
ity of nerve, and in curtailed and dis- 
turbed sleep. 

In the latter stages there 1s a com- 
plete inability for work, that too often 
ends in a resort to drugs or drink. 

What are the causes? ,Life today 
{s too staccato—there are too many 
jolts and jars to the nervous system. 

The nervous system resembles a 
battery charged with nervous-energy, 
and the store is not inexhaustible. 
We are constantly discharging it in 
minute quantities, and it has to be 
recharged somehow. Unless this is 
done nerves become unstable and fail 
us. 

What modern life needs Is a silenc- 
er, something to act as a_ buffer 
against the increased jolting and jar- 
ring the nervous system receives. 

Physical exercise and the outdoor 
life is one antidote, but it is not al- 
ways practicable. More frequent 
short periods of standing aside from 
the melee, are necessary in some 
cases. 

Never wait till the mischief is es- 
tablished. Tackle it at the first symp- 
toms.—By a Physician. 


World’s Wonder Waterway 


Work Started on Canal Between 
Holland and Switzerland 

A canal which when it-is completed, 
will be the most wonderful waterway 
in the world, has been started at Fel- 
senau, in Germany. 

The scheme is to connect Rotter- 
dam, in Holland, with Basle, the capi- 
tal of Switzerland, by means of the 
River Rhine and a vast canal stretch- 
ing across Europe to the Swiss lakes, 
Geneva and Neuchatel. The work 
has been started at the Rhine end. 

The greatest difficulty will be the 
section that passes through the town 
of Geneva. It has been decided to 
bore a huge tunnel, and consequently 
it will be possible for ships of seven 
hundred tons to sail under the streets 
and houses! 

Between Geneva and Neuchatel 
there will be thirty locks, which will 
raise the surface of the canal two 
hundred feet above the lake.

Beautiful Scenery is an Invaluable 
Aid to Businesd 

“Scenery of supreme majesty is a 
National asset,” sald President Hard- 
ing in his message on the fiftieth an- 
niversary of the creation of the Yel- 
lowstone Park Reserve, the first great 
national park in the United States. 
He was right. Such scenery as that 
of the Yellowstone, the Grand Canyon, 
the Yosemite, Niagara and other of 
nature's masterpleces is indeed a na- 
tional asset. 

But “scenery” which is an asset 
does not necessarily consist in such 
things as these. The vista of city 
avenues and the suburban and rural 
landscapes of field and garden and 
forest which are yisible from the 
touring car or from the windows of 
the railroad coach are also scenery, 
and are also assets of actual value. 
The same argument of the President's 
which would most properly preserve 
the majestic scenery of great national 
parks from being marred should also 
protect the scenery of the everyday 
wayside from being made hideous 
with sordid outrages in polychrome 
posters and painted signboards. 

To have its driveways and fields un- 
marred by advertising hoardings is 
worth more to a town than all the 
business which it may expect these 
things to bring to it, and it would be 
more profitable to a railroad to have 
fine, or at last pleasant, natural scen- 
ery along its line than to have its 
passengers compelled to travel be- 
tween two rows of signboards varying 
only in degrees of ugliness. —St. 
Thomas Times-Journal. 


What Sand Is 


Merely Shells of Minute Animals That 
Live In Water 


Pick up a handful of sand from the 
beach and let it run through your 
fingers.

Raffles At Bazaars 
Law Regarding Raffles Held for 
Religious and Charitable Objects 
Victor Williams, Commis- 
sioner, Ontario Police, has issued the 
following Interpretation of the law of 
Canada regarding raffles at bazaars, 
for religious or charitable objects, and 
instructions to the police authorities. 
As there is widespread misunder- 
Standing regarding these matters it is 
well to note carefully what the law is. 
General Williams says:—

“In view of requests that come frem 
time to time to this department, from 
charitable organizations for permis- 
sion to hold raffles, it seems necessary 
to again call the attention of police 
officers and of the municipal authori- 
tles and the public generally, to the 
provisions of the law. 


“Section 236 of the Criminal Code 
prohibits lotteries, with an exception 
in favor of raffles (which are a fofm 
of lottery) for religious or charitable 
purposes, The exception is in the 
following terms :— 


*s for prizes of small value at 
ar held for any charitable or 
religious object, if permission to hold 
the same h been obtained from the 
city or othér municipal council, -or 
from the Mayor, Reeve or other chief 
officer of the city, town or other muni- 
cipality wherein such bazaar is held, 
and the articles raffled for thereat 
have first been-offered for sale and 
none of them are of a value exceed- 
ing fifty dollars.” 

“It will be observed that 
mission referred to in the

sub-section 
is not that of the Attorney General or 
the police authorities. It is the per 
mission of the municipal authorities, 
the theory apparently being that if 
there is a strong local sentiment 
against that sort of thing the permis 
sion will not be granted.
